Beach access 


B each goers in Wainfleet have a new place to soak up the 
sun’s rays in the summer time thanks to a partnership 
between Niagara Region, Niagara Peninsula Conservation 
Authority and the township. 

Last week, the beach, at 24L51 and 24L53 Lakeshore 
Rd., was officially opened, despite the sunbathing and 
swimming season being long over. The beach has a parking 
lot, trails leading to the beach and is landscaped to take into 
account the area is a natural habitat for the Fowler's Toad, an 
endangered species.

So if a person were to take a walk down a 
beach in the water, a homeowner, if so inclined, could have 
that person charged with trespassing. 

In Port Colbome, there’s only two public beaches you can 
enjoy — Nickel and Centennial Park. There are beaches at the 
end of road allowances along the lakeshore, but in most cases 
those aren’t much wider than 20 metres and aren’t all sandy. 

One place we would like to have seen this strategy put 
in effect was at the site of the former Lakewood Camp. We 
understand Easter Seals sold to the highest bidder, and who 
wouldn’t try and get the possible dollar for prime land, but it 
was a piece of property that should have been fought for by 
the township, region and whoever else could have helped. 

The land there would have made a prime natural park and a 
great beach. 

That’s why we’d like to see Port Colbome and Wainfleet 
work closer with the region on the waterfront enhancement 
strategy to turn more fand along the lakeshore into public land 
and land that can be enjoyed by all.

PELHAM - O'Reilly’s 
Bridge opened last Friday 
after an almost two-year 
closure. 

Hie former one-lane iron¬

■ REVIEW: 2011 Subaru Impreza WRX STI sedan 

STI rallies around 
family performance 


The Subaru Impreza WRX 

performance sport compact 
on the planet. The STI ver¬ 
sion is basically a World Rally 
Championships (WRC) compet¬ 
itor ... if you want to take along 
more than just a co-driver 

The WRX has been the 
performance version of the 
tmpreza, since the brand's 
creation in 1993, pumping up 
the sure-footed and sporty 
Impreza with a turbocharged 
engine. The STI is a product of 
Subaru Tecnica International, 
Subam's motorsports division, 
which pumps up the turbo¬ 
charged engine and adds a 
couple distinguishing features. 

With the 2007 redesign of 
the Impreza and the adop¬ 
tion of the more aerodynamic 
hatchback for the rally races, 

the WRX and STI bodystyle to 
that of the Impreza four-door 
hatchback, which didn’t really 
sit well with the young perfor¬ 
mance diehards who naturally 
gravitate to the brand. So for 
2011, Subaru brings back the 
sedan bodystyles, and offers 
both hatch and sedan WRXs 
and STIs for die first time. 

Personally, I find the hatch¬ 
back design much cleaner and 
simplistic than the sedan, but 
attractiveness in this market 
is judged by how much you 
stand out 

What we're ready interested 
in is the 305-horsepower ver¬ 
sion of the turbo 2.5-litre hori¬ 
zontally opposed (otherwise 
known as “boxer") four-cylin¬ 
der engine (the WRX version 
makes 265 hp). Blessed with 
290 lb.-ft. of torque (the WRX 
makes 244), it launches the 
STI off a line seemingly with 
the force of a Titan missile. The 
Subaru standard symmetrical 
all-wheel drive system makes 
sure all four tires are biting into 
the pavement as well as the 
surface lets them. Controls on 
the console allow the driver to 
manually lock up the centre 
differential at the push of a 
button (meaning both axles

get the same distribution of 
torque) or distribute the per¬ 
centage via a rocker switch (for 
those drifting competitions 
when you need more rear bias 
but still want front grip). 

Control of the engine power 
is handled by a slick six-speed 
manual that in the right hands 
offers the smoothness of a 
sequentially shifted automatic. 
The clutch is so smooth and pro¬ 
gressive you practically just have 
to think about engaging it and 

system means you can launch 
the SIT as quickly on an uphill as 
you can on a flat drag strip. 

And the race inspired driv¬ 
er's office is the perfect perch 
from which to be an active par¬ 
ticipant in what is one of the 
market’s best track-inspired 
production sedans. Everything 
you could possibly need is 
within sight and reach, how¬ 
ever the optional Pioneer nav/ 
sound system touchscreen is 
beyond frustrating to use. 

The seating is grippy 
Alcantara and supportive, with 


getting a littie claustrophobic 
around the knees. The rear seats 
don’t have the bolster support of 
the fiont, but they still have the 
gnppy inserts. 

You can get into an Impreza 
for as littie as $21,000 with the 
WRX available at $32,500 and 
the STI from $38,000. It’s pricey 
but what else would you pick 
for a weekend rally run with 
the whole family on board?
